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The reply filed on 4/8/03 is not fully responsive to the prior Office Action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): the 
Sequence Rules have not been fully complied with, as required in the prior Office Action, for the following reasons. For example, 
Figure 2 sets forth 8 sequences, but only 5 of the sequences have been labeled with identifiers. Figures 3 and 9 have sequences that 
are either disclosed backward (SEQ ID NOS: 15 and 22) or, if disclosed properly (going from 5' to 3'), fail to have the reverse 
orientation shown in the figure so that it appears that the sequences are improperly disclosed backwards. Note: In the absence of a 
specifically disclosed orientation, it is assumed that the sequence goes 5' to 3' from left to right. Also, in the absence of labels, the 
sequences of Figure 9 appear to be a single sequence instead of two sequences in two different orientations, so the proper sequence 
disclosure appears unclear. The applicant must review the entire application to identify and correct all instances of non-compliance 
with the Sequence Rules. See 37 CFR 1.111. Since the above-mentioned reply appears to be bona fide, applicant is given ONE (1) 
MONTH or THIRTY (30) DAYS from the mailing date of this notice, whichever is longer, within which to supply the omission or 
correction in order to avoid abandonment. EXTENSIONS OF THIS TIME PERIOD MAY BE GRANTED UNDER 37 CFR 
1.136(a).
